RAILWAY STRIKE 


Employees and Company Issue 
Statements to the Public. 


Winnipeg, Mar. 29.—After deliberat- 
ing from midnight till after five o'clock 
this morning the employees of the Win- 
nipeg Electric Street Railway Co. by 
a unanimous vote, decided to strike. At 
3.80 o'clock, the executive committee of 
the union left the meeting and waited 
on the directors in the company's of- 
fices notifying them that the men saw 
no alternative but to strike and asking 
had any wpropcsition 
to make. Being informed that the com- 
pany had none to make, the committes 
reported to the meeting and the men 
present unanimously voted to declare 
the strike on. 

At 4 o'clock this morning the men 


gave out the following momentous 
statetment: 
“The fight iss on. A strike is do 


clared. Nothing is left to us but this 
step or else to repudiate the principles 
that constitute manhood. We will con- 
duct the strike in a legitimate, law- 
abiding and honorable manner. Wheth- 
er we win or lose it will be done hon- 
estly.” 

At the same hour the newspapers 
were authorized by the company tostatc 
that in any event cars would run as 
usual. The company has sufficient men 
on hand for the purpose. An extra 
guard was kept at the barns through- 
out the night, but the city police were 
not called into requisition. The direc- 
tors were in session all night and Wil- 
liam Whyte, Hugh Sutherland and F. 
M. Morse, road master was also pres- 


ent. 

Manager Ph'll'ps gave cut the foliow- 
ing statement: 

“We refuse to comply to the men's 
demands and the strike is on. Tell the 
public they won't have to walk to 
work.”

The resu!t will 
be that the commission can control tele- 
phone rates and provide for connections 
of telephone companies one with enoth- 
er the same as is now done with rail- 
ways. The telephone company seeking 
connection must have its equipment up 
to a certain standard so as not te be 
a nuisance to the other company. The 
bill has other provisions amending the 
railway act so ac to secure more ac- 
curate statistics from railways. more 
information for those asking approval 
of location routes, etc.
